THE INQUEST 


Coroner Dr. H. C. Wallade, empanel- 
led a jury on Tuedday afternoon, in 
the persons of Dr. H. L. Coursier 
(foreman), and Mesers H. Brunker, 
J. Stinert, J. Sutherland, G. Graham, 
and E. E. ory, and having viewed 
the body at the McLeod's parlors, 
they continued the inquest in the 
town hall. 

Rudelph Parchona, of Hatherley, 
Saskatchewen, sworn, deposed thai 
he was a_ brother-in-law of the 
deceased. He arrived here with his 
wife on Sunday last, on Monday had 
arranged to go with his wife and Mr. 
and Mrs. Hopaluk to visit friends a- 
bout a mile out of town. Although 
he advised the deceased to use his 
own car for this trip (a sedan) that 
car could not be stavted, and for that 
reason all four persons rode on the 
coupe—Mr. Hopaluk standing on the 
running beard on the driver’s side 
with his hend and hands inside the 
car. 

The driver, Mr. Parchona, being a 
stranger, drove fairly slowly, and 
upon reaching a spot just west of the 
corner of Sixth and Queen’s they mel 
two cars and a truck all following 
each other closely. He kept well ov- 
er to his side of the road, and was 
practically in the ditch at the time 
he reached the spot where the truck 
and his car passed. As the two ve- 
the two women in the 
car both exclaimed ‘Mike’ and he 
felt a bump. He then ran ahead a 
little and st opped the car 

Upon getting out withithe women, 
he saw “Mike” lying in ‘the road in 
a pcol.of blood. He walked back 
about 35 or 40 yards. Someone had 
gone to phone for a doctor. He did 


| not know if Mike had his head inside | 


the car at the time of impact. Hopa- 
luk did not interfere with the driving 
of the car by his head in the car. The 
coupe was about two feet clear of the 
middie of the road.

FEED HUSKING THRONG 

Over 300 4-H club members took 
part in feeding the 20,000 persons 
who attended the Iowa state corn 
husking contest near Waterloo.

One of the im- 
portant items the club members help- 
ed- to supply was 1400 home made 
pies. Committees were named about 
a month in advance to plan and car- 
ry the arrangements through.

Among hulless barley the outer} 
layer of different varieties appears 2) 
various colours such as white, yellow, 
blue, brown and black. The variety 
of hulless barleys which has yielded 
best at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Scott, is greenish in colour 
and is named Himalayan. In com- 
parison with better known varieties 
it has yielded comparatively well dur- 
ing the past nine years. In that peri- 
cd, Himalayan yielded 38 bushels per 
acre, O.A.C. 21 yielded 36, Trebi 43 
and Hannchen 45. These yields were 
obtained on summer-fallow land. It} 
is comparatively short in the straw 
and the awns are barbed like other. 
varieties mentioned. Among these 
varieties Himalayan is the earliest.

During the past six years, Mar- 
quis, Reward and Garnet wheats have 
been compared fifty-seven 
on Dominion Tllustration Stations in 
northern Saskatchewan and north-, 
Alberta.

tions. 

The years 1929 to 1933 were ex- 
ceptionally free from early fall frosts, 
with the result that all 
ties have ripened and produced good 
quality of grain in almost all cases.

Results indicate that where frost is 
not a serious factor, Marquis has been 
the most profitable of these’ three 
varieties, but in districts subject to 
early fall frosts, Garnet or Rewara 
are more dependable and between 
these two varieties, there has been 
little to choose during the past five 
years, from the standpoint of pro- 
fit. The difference in the yields has 
been offset by the higher grades ob- 
tained for Reward.

Lesson for December 16th. 1 Cor. 
11:23:34. 

Golden Text: 1 Cor, 11:26. 

The Lord’s Supper is a pledge of 
loyalty. We call it a sacrament, a 
word derived from the Latin “sacra- 
mentum” meaning an “oath taken 
newly enlisted soldiers.” The Holy 
mmunion is uch ap oath... Wher 

e participates in this feast af love 
he says in his heart: 'T am for Jesus. 
I deditate myself, my all’ to Aim.” 
Thus Iie Lord’s Table is the occa- 
sion for a solemn rite of consecra- 
tion. 

Then, too, this holy meal is an act 
of thanksgiving. It is sometimes 
called the Eucharist which in the or- 
iginal Greek, means, “a giving of 
thanks.” At the Lord’s Supper we 
express our gratitude for Jesus and 
all He has done and said. We reveal 
cur appreciation for the fullness of 
His beauty and the warmth of His 
friendship. 

The Communion is also a memo- 
rial. “This do,’ said Jesus, “in re- 
membrance of Me.’ We remermber 
the Master when we gather about 
His Table. Especially, aS our Gold- 
en Text reminds us, do we recollect 
His death on the Cross. ‘Greater love 
hath no man than this, that a man 
lay down his iife for his friends.” Ten 
years ago wo young’ Englishmen, 
Mallory and Irvine, lost thein lives 
in a heroic attempt to reach the sum- 
mit of Mount Everest, the top 
of the world. Nobody did they die, 
and golden is their memory. For 
they ‘‘were lovely and pleasant in 
their lives, and in their death they 
were not divided.’ But Jesus’ a- 
chievement is still more magnificent.

Secrets of the Secret Agents 


Excerpts from “Spies and the Next..War’ and other sources 


In a period of 22 months, accord- 
ing to authoraitive reports, nearly 600 
persons have been arrested as spies 
in European countries alone; and it 
is said that at least 10,000 trained 
secret agents are now carrying on 
an intensive pre-war warfare between 
mutually suspicious nations of the 
continent. This outburst of espion- 
age, unprecedented in times of peace, 
is itself an international irritant that 
may help to provoke armed conflict. 

The following tricks are typical of 
the ingenuity that modern spies de- 
vote to their work. 

Hard-boiled eggs recently were 
found to be used by Soviet agents as 
& means of sending secret messages. 
These eggs were placed with fresh 
eggs going ostensibly to market. 
When the shells of the hard-boiled 
eggs were broken, it was found thac 
the solid ‘white’ had on its surface 
a distinct dark brown lettering. In- 
vestigation revealed that a so!ution 
of sugar and alum makes a writing 
fluid which leaves no visible trace on 
the shell of the boiled egg but leaves 
a@ very clear impression on the solid 
albumin inside. 

Codes can be smartly imbedded in 
sewing. Long and short stitches 
forming the dot and dash of tele- 
graph code are carried on gloves and 
gowns, and as embroidered ‘‘clocks” 
on silk stockings. The daintily sewn
